roads are in danger <rf being forced into 
the hands of receivers, as one of them al- 
ready has been. Rates are now so high 
as to discourage shipments — a great hard- 
ship to the people. 


Not long ago there was much complaint 


beseanse of the laek of freight cars to 
handle the business. Kow there is an over- 
supply. An official statement shows that 
more than one-third of the freight equip- 
ment of the Pennsylvania system is earn- 
ing nothing. Between October of last 
year and February of this year there was 
a decrease of 29 per cent in the number 
of freight cars moved. On December 1 5 
there "were 14,065 idle freight cars: on 
February 28 the number of idle ears was 
89,258w 
The same conditions prevail 


generally. 


Railroads are reducing their forces as 


rapidly as possible, the result being that 
many in whose behalf the fight against 
•wage reduction is being made are getting 
no wages at all. And the people generally 
are deprived of adequate service at reason- 
able cost. Even if all the differences 
were adjusted today, the roads would not 
he sufficiently financed to meet require- 
ments. Hundreds of millions of dollars 
will have to be spent for new track ex- 
tensions and renewals. The money needed 
will have to come ont of income, or else 
from loansj and these latter are impossi- 
ble except at an exorbitant rate unless the 
roads are doing a profitable business. 


Some of the big railways TOUGHS seem 


to operate on the theory that the railroads 
exist chiefly for the purpose of paying 
wages,wherea* their primary function is to 
render public services. There has already 
been too much delay in dealing with this 
problem, and the result has been great 
loss to the people — and also great loss to 
the railroad workers •who'naye been laid 
off and who are drawing no wages. The 
farmers who are looking for relief are 
heavy sufferers from present conditions, 
and within the next few months they 
wfll be still greater sufferers unless some- 
thing is now done to relieve a very menac- 
ing situation. 


K8LCKERS* TBOCJS 


It is gratifying to know that the new 


administration has brought about a settle- 
ment, at least until the middle of Septem- 
ber, of the dispute between the packers 
and their employes. The Alschuler agree- 
ment for arbitration of disputes, put into 
effect by "Woodrow "Wilson during th<> wax. 
will continue until Sept. 15. The pack- 
ers will restore the basic eight-hour day 
and overtime rates and the employes will 
accept the wage reduction put into effect 
by the packers last week.

THE BEEGDOLL CASE 


As far as now appears, the only way 


that this government can get possession 
of Slacker Bergdoll is to go and get him

The shape of a tooth is the result 


of ages of evolution. 
It would be 


impossible for us 
to improve upon 


the plan of a normal tooth.

decay .'NOT carles, has destroyed a part 
of the coAtour of a touth. that con- 
four must be restored if the tooth is 
to do its work and remain a desirable 
neighbor to the other teeth in the 
mouth and to the gums. After the 
cavity is shaped right, 
the dentist 


thoroughly dries and sterilizes it and 
places the filling material so that ev- 
ery part of the cavity is exactly filled. 
Then ne buifds the filling to imitate 
the original shape of tho tooth. Ev- 
ery little lino and every ridge and 
cone Is duplicated. 
The margins of 


the filling arc so carefully and closely 
approximated that the cavity is her- 
metically seated. 
The- most difficult 


place to sTiape and finish a filling is 
at the gum margin between the teeth. 
17 a filling should be 
left rough or 


should become roughened from har3 
use. it becomes a source of danger to 
the hcaltn or the mouth because it 
retains food, causes Irritation to the 
tongue or cheek

Trill repeal all special charters and 
provides for ;i sem-ra! city charter the 
provisions of which aie applicable to 
all cities, although nil classes of cities 
are not tc lv given the same author- 
ity.

"Most of the special charter cities 


have adopted, which they were au- 
thorized 
to do-under the law after 


taking certain siep=. a largo number 
of provisions of th<-> general city char- 
ter law which were on our statute 
books for many years. 
This is the 


chief re.i.-on for repealing the special 
charter^ nnd 
adopting 
a uniform 


system of government for all cities. 


"One of the results that must follow 


after 
the adoption of the 
general 


charter law is that the decisions of 
our supreme court will be applicable 
to all cities.
